Dick indicated that Congressman Charles Rose (D. , N. Car. ) 
very much wanted to see the DCI and asked for available dates. After 
several phone calls, we eventually settled on 4 May 1978 at 0900 hours.

after seeing the DCI and that he (Dick)intended to read the NIE's on STAT
